- Now, let us watch this scenario of book 
| export. A book priced at Rs. 100 in India is 
| supplied to the importer abroad by the publisher 
| at 40 to 50 percent discount. The importer has 

lo meet the expenditure on freight and insurance, 
. but still he spends much less than 40 or 50 
| percent, what he got by way of discount. And 
„ once when this book has landed in, say Britain, 

it becomes a very precious commodity and may 

sell at a high premium. Thus a Rs. 100-book іп 
J India may cost as much as € 5.99 or Rs. 240 in 
[, London. But a Rs. 110-book is said to have 
. been sold even at Rs. 1520 per copy there, i.e. 

for £ 38 per copy, laking conversion rale as 
| Rs. 40 to the pound. 


And what does the Indian publisher get? Just 
a trivial 16 per cent. Earlier, there was a 
provision of an incentive in the shape of 8 per 
cent cash compensatory support for the publisher 
who wanted to explore the foreign 
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Unfortunately, that does not exist now. There is 
only the 25 per cent replenishment licence for 
products related with the publishing industry like 
paper, printing machinery and films. Earlier, 
these products could be sold in the open market 
at a premium, but now almost all the items are 
easily available in the indigenous market, thus 
making these licences valueless. 


This is a peculiar situation which should 
concern both the publisher and the author. 
Whereas the publisher loses by way of his 
diminished returns, the author loses by way of 
the chicanerous situation that develops for no 
fault of his. For a Rs. 100-book, the author gets 
10 per cent royalty for the copies sold in India. 
But since this book was supplied at a discount of : 
40 per cent for export, his royalty for such 
number of copies accrues at only Rs. 60 per 
copy; hence a loss of Rs. 4 per copy. 


Surely, there is an urgent need to evolve a 
norm so that the foreign bookseller does not 


fatten at the cost of the Indian publisher and the

Copyright Term Extended 


The term of copyright has been extended 
from 50 to 60 year by an ordinance 
promulgated by the President on December 
28,1991. 


Entitled the © Copyright — (Amendment) 
Ordinance 1991, it extends by 10 years the 
term of copyright over what was earlier 
provided under the Copyright Act, 1957. 


In case of works published during the lifetime 
of an author who died in 1941, like Rabindra 
Nath Tagore, copyright will not expire now on 
December 31. It will now expire on December 


31, 2001. . 


The amendment, according to an official 
announcement, will have prospective effect only. 
Copyright will not be restored in works in which 
it had already expired on December 31, 1990 
or earlier. 


Amendments to Copyright Act 
Should Not Stifle Growth 


In а statement issued to the press on Dec. 
21, 1991, Sh. D. N. Malhotra, President of the 
Federation of Indian Publishers, has urged the 
Government to hold wide-ranging consultations 
with the publishing industry before carrying out 


the contemplated amendments to the Indian 
copyright Act so that the changes do no stifle the 
growth of the industry. 


“In any effort to dilute the Act, the Сом. 
should give due consideration to the cultural, 
ideological and intellectual backlash of a 
developing country like India,” the statement 
says, and welcomes the establishment of the 
copyright Enforcement Advisory Committee by 
the Ministry of Human Resource Development, as 
also the provision for Compulsory Licensing 
which facilitates reproduction of books of foreign 
origin, as a developing country like India cannot 
afford to import books on a permanent basis.

CONCEPT OF SECULAR 
EDUCATION IN INDIA 


Muktishree Ghosh 
1991, viii+364pp., Rs. 280 
ISBN 81-7018-629-3 


Ms.  Muktishree Ghosh 
completed this highly valuable 
research-cumrinvestigation work 
when one section of politicians in 
India had not raised doubts on 
concept of secularism advanced in 
our constitution. Hence she 
observes in her Preface to the book 
“To some the present study... may 
appear as merely superfluous or 
even unnecessary as they think it no 
problem at all.” But since then 
things have perceptible changed. 
Now a challenge is being thrown 
lo have a thorough discussion on 
the concept and in this process Ms 
Ghosh's thesis will be of immense 
value, for education is key to life. 


“The word ‘Secular’ indicates a 
rational and critical outlook” 
observes the author - a truism, but 
the other side tends to ignore word 
‘critical’ from it and there lies the 
difficulty. 

She traces a running silver 
thread of secular education from 
Vedic to later Vedic period, the 
Buddhist period - when idea of 
‘Democracy in education’ was first 
mooted. The thread was picked up 
in the later Pathan and the Mugal 
periods when ‘education became 
free from religious bias,” and 
brightened by Akbar. The British 


gave a new meaning lo it. 


There are surely diverse views 
about what actual is secularism or 


“| which form of secular education is 


best suited. Her investigation reveals 
that “a genuine form of secular 
education will provide respect of all 
religion”. 

li will be pertinent to mention the 
author's own estimate of her thesis. 
Says she, “There was no study, 
discussion or even a vague prevalent 
idea of secular education based on 
a sound theoretical systems which 
was lo be uniquely appropriate to 
the Indian condition". 


In this respect it is a near path 
finding book. Near for there have 
been two faint attempts in this 
direction. One, by Ali Akbar Khan 
who wrote in 1962 a dissertation for 
Aligath University and another by 
Rashid Nomain for Jamia Millia. 


But Ms. Ghosh’s work goes far 
beyond. She opens up a more 
thorough study on different aspects of 
secularism and secular education. 
And a continuous thrash of ideas has 
id been the molo of philosophy 
of life.

Importing the rights to a foreign release may 
sound easy, but there is a lot of uncertainty 
involved. To begin with, the foreign publisher 
may simply refuse to part with the rights. India, 
as one can understand, does not figure high in 
their list of priorities. The rights for Scarlett, for 
example, could be obtained only after 
promising Macmillan-Pan that it would sell at 
least 2 lakh copis in India. ;

4 This brings into focus the other problem 
| involved with obtaining rights. To make a 
promise of selling such a high number of copies 
is quite a risk, even for a well-established 
publishing house. Not only does the credibility 
of the Indian publishing trade rest with that 
decision, but also the investment hazards. To 
reprint about 2,000 copies, one has to sink in 
something like Rs. 50,000. And, this is only a 
conservative estimate. One can well imagine 
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the amount of money involved in a promised 


sale of 2 lakh books. 


Securing the rights of a book is one way of 
tiding over the current book crunch brought 
about by the import restriction. But, in the long 
run, some other concrete steps will have to be 
taken if the domestic publishing industry is to 
flourish. Firstly, it would help if the government 
made the publishing industry free from tax. 
Were this to happen, the price of books would 
be reduced by a consicerable margin, thus 
boosting sales. The loss to the exchequer due 
to this step would be virtually negligible: Rs. 2 
crore every year. Ç 


Also, it would help if the government could ` 
arrange loans for publishers at a rate of 8 or 9 
per cent as against 16 per cent which is the 
current practice. Such soft loans — if only for a 
temporary period - would encourage 
publishing houses to be more daring.

The participating 
publishers tell you: a large number of people visited 
the stalls, they bought books and the publishers made 
a profit.

book fair more truly representative of the Indian book 
publishing. 

e A significant development has been the growth of 
English language publishing houses bringing out 
material by Indian writers (especially creative works) 
for the individual reader {as offered to the libraries) 
where the book trade has traditionally focusses. A 
major part of this kind of publishing is based on 
translation from Indian languages into English. 


e An important growth area was that of children's 
books and educational aids. This was an area that 
most publishers fought shy of before... A whole now 
breed of manufacturers of educational aids and toys 
has recently come up, and practically every single 
one of them besiege by crowds.

Andrew Neilly, President of the International 
Publishers Association [IPA] is of the opinion that there 
is need lo make developing countries aware of the 
potential markets and tap the means to extract the 
greatest benefits from them. 


Book piracy, according to Mr. Neilly, is the most 
debilitating problem in the developing world. “People 
think its bad in India, but Indonesia and Thailand are 
the worst hit by this problem”. He blames lack of 
adequate legislation in most of the countries to the 
increase of this problem. 


As for the reading American public, he opines, “| 


| ат sure the average American kid cares more about 
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the amount of gas he/she can fill in the car, rather 
than whether a book is affordable”. 


According to Peter Weidbaas, President of the 
Frankfurt Book Fair, Delhi World Book Fair was neither 
fish nor fowl. The Frankfurt Book Fair had 92 countries 
participating in it while Delhi Fair had only 24 
countries. For the Frankfurt Book Fair, Indian publishers 
send information about them only at the last minute, 
and as a result, they are accommodated in some 
remote corner. Participation in such fairs calls for at 
least half a year's preparation. There is a presentation 
of the authors’ programme which is important for 
business. Then, there is exchange of information 
through catalogues where name of the book, publisher 
and author is carefully printed. Bibliographical 
information about books lacks in India.

Hence, too, the increasing emphasis in soci- 
ology today on theory itself. And the emphasis 
of an increasing number of theoretical writings is 


_ less on substantive problems than on what is hap- 


. pening to theory. At the same time, many theorists 


are preoccupied with philosophical problems. The 
level of discussion has moved above theory itself 
onto thé transcendent plane of the paradigm. 


Consequently, metatheory has become an in-

The education strategy itself will have to be 
changed. Education can no longer confine itself 
to impart knowledge about the past and the 
immediate past. The curriculum should be future- 
focussed with projections about things, events 
and their possible ramifications in the coming 
years. These may include environmental 
changes, societal forms, family structure, human 
relationships, ethical and moral issues, 
emerging technologies etc. 


For instance, genetic and biomedical 
engineering have already given us artificial 
skin, intraocular lenses, electronic pacemakers 
and artificial blood vessels. ‘Cloning’ can result 
in the production of an entire human race, 
according to ‘specifications’. Conception and 
nuturing of babies, outside the human body, is 
Possible. These will seriously affect the age-old 
concepts of family, race, religion and even life 
and death. Are we (not to talk the younger 
generation) prepared to face these? 


lt is in this context that the Supplementary 
fading Materials on scientific topics for the 
young and the adolescents gain importance. 
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Either as a part of the formal curriculum or as 
general reading for enrichment, the need of 
such books is much more relevant now than 
ever before. Not only have the books to be 
produced in larger numbers, these have to be 
published in the regional languages, rather 
than in English only. While translating from 
English to regional languages is always 
possible, efforts and encouragement to write 
originally in the regional languages will be 
immensely useful. This is not difficult though it 
may seem so initially. 


The National Council of Educational 
Research and Training (NCERT) has published 
a number of such titles, written originally in 
Hindi, under its Reading to Learn Series. A 
number of reputed Indian Scientists accepted 
the challenge and produced manuscripts in 
Hindi on various topics, which are comparable 
to the best in English. It is time that we moved 
from the ‘Eurocentric’ to the 'Indocentric 
approach.

The Volume analyses various religions and their tenets. Six religions discussed in the book are oriental, 
Four of them Hinduism, Buddhism, Jainism and Sikhism - are native to the soil.

Prof. V.K. Gokak is no more. He passed away in the early hours of April 28, 
1992 at the ripe age of 82 years. Students of literature hailed him as a link 


between the past and the present, between the ancient and the modern 
Kannada literature. 


Born in an advocate’s family in 1909 at Savanur in Dharwad district, 
Vinayaka Krishna Gokak completed his early education at Savanur itself. He 
joined Pune’s Fergusson College as an Assistant Professor, but left shortly for 
England to pursue higher studies at the Oxford University. 


His first creative work Kalopasaka, a collection of poems, was published in 
1934 and with it began one of the most distinguished literary career in modern 
Kannada literature. Prof. Gokak’s writings over the past four decades were 
concerned with the problem of man’s spiritual evolution. His works showed that 
his thoughts were firmly rooted in India. : 


Prof. Gokak was among the few Indian writers who had contributed to 
English poetry. A student of T.S. Eliot, he was no stranger to the problem of 
modern man-the problem of alienation. His work Indilla Nale (If not today, 
then tomorrow) gave a graphic account of the erosion of human values in the 
U.S.A. under the pressure of technology without humanity with a warning that 
if India followed this path she would also face a paralyzed humanity. 


A Padmashri recipient, Prof. Gokak had also held various high positions, both 
as an educationist and as an administrator. He served as the Vice-Chancellor of 
the Bangalore University in 1966. 


Unassuming and simple, Prof. Gokak was endowed with a sparkling sense of 
humour. He joined the elite band of Jnanpith award winners in 1990 for his 
memorable Bharata Sindhu Rashmi. The epic was the towering summit of the 
creative work of Prof. Gokak, who was the fifth Kannada poet to win the coveted 
award.

autobiography which appeared after her death in 1979: "When Gitanjali first came 

into my hands... I was going through one of those crises which youth believes to be 
without issue. I felt the need to confide in someone, and this someone could only be 

God..." | 


In September 1924, before she met Tagore, she wrote “That spring was, in San 
Isidro, limpid and warm, with an extra-ordinary abundance of roses. I used to spend 
the mornings in the room, with all the windows open, smelling them, reading Tagore, : 
thinking of Tagore, writing to Tagore, waiting for Tagore...” 


In fact, Tagore much influenced her, as she influenced Tagore. She was his 
‘Vijaya’. “Not only was she to provide the inspiration for a good deal of his later 
writing, but she was responsible for discovering the visual artist in him...” 


Victoria also came in contact with Jawaharlal Nehru and Indira Gandhi. Regarding 


Nehru in the role of a father, Victoria wrote: “...the tremendous influence of a man 
who used to think of a woman as a ‘person’...” 
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Are we, the Indian Publishers, conscious 
enough about the quality of books that we 
produce? It is offen said that our books lack 
certain inputs, the most important of them being 
the professional input. In other words, the 
publisher here does not bother about the editorial 
input, cares two hoots for the blurb matter and is 
equally indifferent to the choice of right type face, 
cover design, lay out and texture of paper. The 
result: a sordid-looking book which nobody would 
like to pick up, least a foreign buyer. 


Not that there is a dearth of buyers abroad. 
Books on Indology, Fine Arts, Culture, History, 
Archaeology, Religion, Yoga and Current Affairs 
are much too in demand and find their way into 
the developed world. Our textbooks on science 
and technology, particularly at the higher levels of 
education, are being studied by the students and 
teachers of developing countries. Non-resident 
Indians who are keen to keep themselves tied to 
| their moorings and culture, need books in Hindi, 
| Bengali, Gujarati, Tamil, Marathi, Urdu and other 
| languages so that their idiom does not get stale, 
| qnd so on. 


The Indian book Industry has all along been 
clamouring for more export incentives because of 
'he peculiar nature of this business—each title 
ere, constitutes a separate commodity and

requires different promotional efforts. With the 
partial convertibility of rupee from March 3, 
1992, the issue of Exim Scrip and grant of other 
incentives have been done away with, but out of 
the export proceeds received from GCA 
countries, 40 percent is converted into rupees at 
official rate and 60 percent at market rate. 
However, the system is not applicable in regard 
to export fo ACU countries like Bangladesh, 
Burma, Pakistan, Sri Lanka and Iran. Besides, 
books are delayed at the ports for a pretty long 
time due to non-availability of vessels. Added to 
this is the problem of non-availability of credit 
facility from banks. Normally, it takes 4-16 
weeks for the books to reach their destination, 
depending on the mode of despatch. 


These are some of the hassles, but the gains 
are not small. l is therefore time that 


professionalism was introduced into publishing 


and standards kept up to match with the western 
standards. We do not grudge the mushroom 
growth of small publishers who enter the field 
with no expertise, but we do grudge their non 
professionalism and lowering of the standards. 
This has to be discouraged, as no country can 
make headway with crude products.

What needs to be understood is that unless 
publishing becomes an industry and reading 
habit becomes widespread, the price of books 
would never come down. High prices mean less

A Pioneéring Work

| At an informal get-together of some eminent writers and scholars, held at Pragati 

| Maidan in New Delhi on May 23, 1992, "Interviews with Indian Writers”, a book authored 

‘by Dr. Ranavir Rangra, was discussed from different angles and was hailed asa, 

| pioneering effort. Mr. Moosa Raza, Secretary-designate to the Cabinet Secretariat, was in 
the chair. Mr. Shrawan Kumar, an eminent short story writer, steered the proceedings. 


The book contains interviews with thirty-five stalwarts of Indian literature, drawn 
from fifteen Indian Languages arid has been published by B.R Publishing Corporation, 
Delhi. i 


Initiating the discussion, Mr. Joginder Paul, an Urdu fiction writer, who figures in the 
book as an interviewee, said that Dr. Rangra’s was a quiet, palpitating book which proved 
instrumental in introducing to him a good many Indian writers from different languages | 
and inspired him to know their works. He expressed his satisfaction the way Dr. Rangra 
conducted himself while interviewing writers, and said that he always played a self- 
effacing role. 


Mr. Satish Alok, co-editor, Pratibha India, a literary quarterly, was of the view that a 

| good beginning had been made which deserved to be carried further. He commended Dr. 

Rangra’s efforts for having completed the work without enough resources. He also said 
that Dr. Rangra had crossed thirty-five oceans as an author’s mind was an ocean in itself. 


Dr. T.N. Bali of Delhi University, was however, critical of this book inasmuch as it did 
not have a uniform approach to interviewing, nor did it reflect the thinking of the 
contemporary society. He suggested that the book should have carried an epilogue, 
summing up the conclusions of the dialogue that Dr. Rangra had with various writers.

The selection of books in librories leoves much to 
be desired if one goes by the kind of books which 
odorn the shelves in librories in generol. The books 
which ore to be selected in o librory ore selected by 
a certain process. Every academic library has a 
committee comprising representatives of the different 
subjects and other official members. The subject 
experts give their opinion on the kind of books which 
they get to choose Lo. 


An efficient librarian usually makes out a list of the 
titles that the library already has. The tiles 
recommended by the subject expert depend on his 
knowledge of the subject, the amount of extra 
reading done by him and an inquirin mind which 
(58° into the depths of ће subject. If ће expert has 
the habit of reading book reviews which appear in 
the newspapers and research journals, a discerning 
eye will help him to pick the titles which he feels 
might interest the readers. An important point which 
needs to be kept in mind is the recency of a 
publication. A book if procured after a lapse of a 
year or two is not of as much use as a recent one 
which will contain up-to-date information on ће 
subject. If all these КҮЙӨ are present in the expert, 
there is nothing more one can ask for; it will ensure 
the presence of the choicest books in the library. 


As to the number of copies of a title, it should be 
the contents of the books which decide the issue. A 
textbook or a book which is suggested in the syllabus 
needs to be represented by a sufficient number о 
copies.

They know which part of their subject is 
not covered adequately by the books placed at their 
disposal in the library. Their part may be limited to 
putting suggestion slips in the suggestion box if it is 
not йр to include them on the library 
Commitee. If all constructive and valid suggestions 
are taken note of, | feel that this along with g 
knowledgeable experts may yet save our libraries 
from further decadence.

The lady of the house was a Vaisak 
widow and finding a guest on her hands she invited him to take 
his meal. Sarat took his bath at the village pond and when he 
returned he found the woman waiting for him to light the hearth 
to cook food for him. “Would you like to cook your own food?" 
she asked Sarat. 


What was the significance of cooking his own food in the 
house of a Kulin Brahmin, Sarat could not understand. 
However, the woman cooked the food for him which he ale 
after some hesitation. On his way out from the village he 
passed by the same bania’s shop. “Thakur, so you have 
defiled yourself? the bania taunted him. 


Sarat learnt that the lady of the house who was a Kulin 
Brahmin had married a low caste shudra. This was the genesis 
of Sarat's novel.

She aroused ту сипозйу and | drew her па 
Conversation, In Bamoner Меуе | have drawn Priya Mukherji's 
mother’s character who has a stigma against her name. She is 
the same paar-selling woman whose son is a high government 
Official. People close to him think that his mother became 
insane and went away from home or she is dead. Now tell me 
is that the end of their problem or the beginning of it? This man 
holding a high position has no right to be proud of his high 
family and claim to be called a bhadra lok when he has not 
Cared to know why his mother deserted the family and is now 
rotting on the road,” 

Maybe Sarat had come across many such instances which 
formed the basis of his novel. He never wrote a novel on the 
basis of a solitary instance. His mind was a repository of 
experiences gathered over a long period of time and he drew 
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from them while writing his novels. It was the cumulative effect 
of those experiences. It had taken him many years to write 
Grihadaha. In a letter dated March 13, 1914 he had written to 
his childhood friend, Pramath Babu, "I'm writing a novel 
tentatively named Grihadaha.” 


? Later on he had remarked, “This novel would in no way be 
inferior to Ravi Babu's Ghare Baire." 


Hamendra Kumar Roy had asked him, “Have you finished 
your novel?" 


"No, | haven't even started writing it?” 


“Then how can you compare something that does not 
even exist with Ghare Baire?” 


Alluding to Grihadaha Hamendra Kumar Roy had again 
observed, “Sarat had just started writing the novel when he 
realised that it could in no way come up to the standard of 
Ghare Baire. To tell the truth it can't stand up to Ghare Baire. 
Rather it does not even hold a high position among Sarat 
Babu's novels.” 


There is no manner of doubt that Sarat Chandra is 
indebted to his predecessor Bankim Chandra and also to 
Rabindranath. If a husband is disappointed with his wife for 
one reason or the other it should not cause any surprise if he 
wanders from the path of rectitude, That is the theme of 
Bankim Chandra's novel Chandra Shekhar and 
Rabindranath's Ghare Baire. In Grihadaha too Sarat has tried 
to make the same point through the medium of Mahim and 
Achala. But Sarat's adroitness and literary virtuosity are 
entirely his own. There are differences of opinion about 
Grihadaha. The historian Sukumar Sen is in agreement with 
Hamendra Kumar Roy but Surendranath and other maintain 
that Grihadaha is not only a good example of Sarat's profound 
thinking but it also holds a high place among his novels. 
Undoubtedly it is a literary creation of a high order. Much later 
Dr. Romesh Chandra Majumdar had asked Sarat, “Which one 
do you regard as outstanding among yo9ur novels?" 

Sarat Babu had spontaneously replied, "From the point of 
view of art Grihadaha is flawless." 

Dr. Majumdar was in no mood to agree with him. But 
whether it was his outstanding novel or not, or whether it was 
patterned after Ghare Baire or Gora, there are no two opinions 
about it that it had shaken the foundations of our society, 
specially the Brahmo Samaj, The followers of Brahmo Samaj 
had refused to give it a place in their libraries.

ADI SANKARA AND SRI AUROBINDO 
V. Narayan Karan Reddy

Adi Sankara and Sri Aurobindo, though born in India at different times, belonged to the entire 
universe. Both were thinkers par excellence. Both talked of the Spiritual Man and the Superman. 
But Sankara showed the path of liberation and Aurobindo that of transformation and total 
change. Sankara’s exposition of the nature of ultimate reality confirms in us the belief that man is 
in essence spirit and it is forgetting this truth that leads to different sorts of miseries. On the 
contrary, Aurobindo argued out a case in favour of collectivity, progress and perfection on the 
one hand and existence of the supra-rational awareness or consciousness on the other.
